One of the rabcommittaea of the 
monetary conuuiaaiou now aitting in 
Waabingtun will invcttigatc the aevetal 
olaaaea of United States uotoa with a 
view ol deviaing a plan fur tbe rotira- 
ment at the gieenbacka without vaoainf 
a contraction or other diatwbauce ol 
the currency. 

Thia it one of the moat importaut 
aubjecta that tbe oommlaaioo wlU have 
to deal with. It haa engaged tba attes- 
tion of our beet flnaaolara for many 
yeara patt, inolat^ing teveral aeoretariea 
of tbe treasury, and it it tbe tuianimona 
opinion of thoae beat qualified to lodge 
that tbe greeobacka ahonld ba retired. 
At the time they were fasned it never 
entered the mind of say'pwson that 
tbey were to remain permanently oot- 
itandiug. Tbe fa9t that tbey were oo 
their face government promitet to pay 
waa oonttrued aa meaning that tbey 
were to be rede e med aad retired when 
they had aenrad t^eir porpoae at tbe 
earlieat convenienoe of the govenunent. 
Thia prooeaa of redemption and letire- 
meut began aoon after the war, bat it 
was stopped by oongreaa and a law wut 
passed that when redeemed tbey should 
bo reibsufd. From tli»t titue to the prcs- 
eut tbey have becu a trouble breeding 
factor in our currency system, a con- 
ttaiit source of nuxiety to every secre- 
tary of tho treasury and a di.sturbing 
elctiKut iu business. They sliould be 
retired. 

No doubt Secrt tary Gage will reci'Ui- 
meud this in liiu ilrst annual report of 
congress, aud bo may suKgont u doliuite 
plan for accoiupUshinK it.

The following 
is the clause that the Negro voters 
failed to comply with: 

"Up to January 1, 'i8g8, all male per- 
sons ol voilDg sge applying for registration 
who eaa read aav sectioa in this coDstiin- 
tion solHaittod lo them by the registrs- 

tion officer, or understand and ex- 
plain when read to tbem by tbe registra- 
tion officer, shall be antiiled to register aad 
become electors. " 

The prop«rty qualification, tax 
and reading cUaee take eftect after 
January i. In that Stalp there 
are now 90,000 qualified swhite 
voters and 13,000 quaUAed Ntgro 
voters.
